Governments as Business Concerns. 


, 

Im any scrious consideration of the responsibilities, duties and func- 
tlons of Government in a couhtry like Canada enjoying a representative sys- 
tem of Parliamentary Government, the fact needs to be kept in mind that 
changing ‘times bring new responsibilities and duties and necessitate the 
adoption of new methods New inventions create new conditions, and 
these must be met by Governments a8 well as by people engaged in trade 
and commerce, 

Within, the half century since the British possessions in North Amet 
ica became federated as a Dominion, the wh6le world has become commer- 
cialized to an extent undreamed of in the middle of the Nincteenth century. 
When the Fathers of Confederation drafted the constitution of the new 
Dominion to be, there was only one great public service of a distinctly 
business character which it was specifically provided should be the duty of 
the Government to undertake and manage, namely, the postal service. 
Powers were, however, conferred on FBarliament of an extensive character, 
thus enabling the people through their representatives to embark on almost 
any business undertaking which might be considered in the national interest. 

One of the stipulations made by Nova Scotia-and New Brunswick in 
agrecing (o enter Confederation was that & railway should be built con- 
necting them with the old Provinces of Canada, The construction of the 
Intercolonial Railway was, therefore, undertaken by the Dominion Govern- 
ment as a Government undertaking. It was, however, more political than 
commerctal in character; nevertheless in this way the Government did al- 
most at once engage in a large pusiness enterprise. 

For many years the management of the postal service and the Inter- 
colonial Railway constituted the only really business enterprises conducted! 
under direct Government management. . When British Columbia agreed to 
enter Confederation, the construction of a*railway across Canada to the 
Pacific Coast was provided for, and this was commenced. as a Government- 
owned road. It was very soon abandoned ‘and’ contract awarded to the 
C.P.R., and it was not until the National Transcontinental and Grand Trunk | 
Pacific project was launched that any concrete step was taken 2 enlarge; 
the scope of Government ownership of railways by Canada, and even in con- 
nection with that project it was not the intention to engage in Government 
operation 

Force of circumstances, and the eruption of the Great War, operated, 
however, (o compel the Government of Canada to engage in railway owner- 
ship and management on a large scale. And conditions created during the 
war, coupled with the necessity of operating a hugs railway system, have 
resulted in the Federal Government engaging in other large commercial 
undertakings. 4 

It is not so many years ago that the C.P.R. was the largest single rail- 
way corporation in the world, with the greatest railway mileage under one 
management, but also owning and operating lines of steamships to all parts 
of the world, express services, telegraphs, hotcls and conducting many allied 
businesses With the amalgamation. of the Intercolonial, National Trans- 
continental, Canadian Northern, Grand Trunk and Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railways tnto one Government-owned system, the Canadmn National Rafl- 
ways today boast of ‘a greater mileage than the C.P.R. Along with the 
railway, the Government 6wns and operates telegraphs, express, hotels, cle- 
vatore and ships. 

The next development was the establishment of the Canadian Govern- 
ment Merchant Marine, and as a result scores of Canadian Government- 


owned vessels are operating from Canadian ports to all parts of the world.

6hip services in Canada will prove a financfal success remains to be seen. 
Government railways have long existed fn Germany, Russia and other 
Europear countries, but political and military reasons were the prime factor 
back of these Government enterprises. The exigencies of the Great War 
forced Government operation of railways in both Great Britain and the 
United. States, but in neither case could the experiment be described as 
financially successful, and, with the ending of the war, the raflways were 
ceturned to private management. ‘ 

During the war, too, the United States entered upon a Government 
ship-owning policy, just as Canada did, but whereas the United States is not 
continuing that policy, the Dominion is persisting in it and adding to the 
number of {ts vessels in operation. While other countries have subsized 
6teamship companies, and have been and are partners in such companies, 
Canada is developing an out-and-out Government-owned and managed mer- 
cantile service. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the Government of-Canada is now \a 
huge business concern, as well as a political organization entrusted with 
legislative and administrative powers for the order and good government of 
the Dominion, It ig engaged in what is probably the greatest experiment 
along these lines Ge: attempted by the Government of any democratic 
country. The outcome may well.be watched with the keenest interest by 
the Canadian people as it may cither make or break the Dominion.

Is Now Placed at 113,135,274 Bushels 
By Final Report. 

A total of 113,135,274 bushels of 

wheat were produced in Saskatche- 

wan during 1920 according to the 


final crop statement issued by the | 


statistics branch of the’ department 
of agriculture. This is an increase 
of 23,141,589 bushels on the 1919 
figures. = 

The crop .was below the average 
and not nearly as good as expected 
prior to harvest, the yield averaging 
11.2 bushels an -acre as compared 
with-the estimate of 14.5 bushels. In 
1919 the yield was 8.5 bushels an acre. 
The yield was materially reduced by 


acreage under cultivation for wheat 
was 10,061,069 as compared with 10,- 
587,363 acres in the previous year. 

The prospects for next scason are 
brighter than they have been at this 
period for several years. The land 
is in better conditions than it -has 
been for years ,owing to heavy rains 
during the fall. The rainfall was 
the best since 1915 when the province 
had a record year. :

Germans Surrender Guns 


Huge Amount of Armament Either 
Surrendered or Destroyed. 
German guns surrendered agcord- 
ing to the latest returns, up to No 
vember 25th, ig 30,500. The total 
number of guns destroyed is 27,650, 
Within the last five months 11,000 
guns have been destroyed. In addi- 
tion to the above figures, 6,000 guns 
in process of manufacture have also 
been destroyed. The total number 
of trench mortars surrendered Js 10,- 
000; the number destroyed is . 7,300. 
The total number of machine guns 
surrendered is 63,100, Of these 48,- 
300 have already been destroyed. The 
total number of rifles surrendered is 
2,324,900; the number destroyed 
amounts to 2,206,400, A considerable 
number of small arms are still being 
collected by the German Government, 
and will in due course be handed to 
the Commission of Control. Some 
have been handed in already. With 
regard to small arms ammunition, the 
total amount surrendered is 405 mil- 
lion rounds, of which 170 million 
rounds have been destroyed, and 235 
million rounds remain for destruction 
Of gun ammunition 32 million rounds 
have been surrendered, 18 million 
rounds having been destroyed, whi 
14 million remain for destruction.
